HUFF AND PATTERSON 
 gHEY DISAGREE ABOUT THE PLACE 
: OF MELTING. 


AND THUS ARE MILES APART 


‘The Patterson Party Return to Atlanta to 
Print the Correspondence — Mr. 
Huff is at Home. 


Fort Parvez, Ala., September 8.—[Special.} 
The Hoff-Patterson duel is off, and al] the 
parties thereto,save Mr. Huff, are op the 
road back to Atlanta via Birmingham. 

Mr. Huff, for some unexplained cause, 
failed to meet at Sulphur Springs station, the 


place elected for the duel. 

Sulphur Springs is an obscure station on the 
railway connecting Chattanooga and Birming- 
ham. It is distant from Fort Payne twenty 


miles and from Chattanooga thirty-one miles. 


The station is in Georgia, but the Alabama 
line isin sight. This morning the accommo- 
dation train from Chattanooga to 
Birmingham passed Sulphur Springs, 
Mr. Patterson and his party and 
Mr. Huff’s friends boarded it and presented 
tickets to Birmingham. Thetwo parties oc- 
cupied separaie coaches. Mr. Patterson, Mr. 
Jackson and Dr. Willis Westmoreland, Jr., 
went into tho sleeper, while Mr. Rhett and 
Mr. Ellis, of Mr. Huff's party, betook them- 
selves to the smoker. 
THB HUFF PARTY 

declined positively to talk. Mr. Rhett fre- 
quently remarked that he and Mr. Ellis were 
not situated so that they could be interviewed. 
This was puzzling, but was soon afterward ex- 
plained. Inthe sleeper Mr. Patterson sat 
very calmly preparing a dispatch to Mayor 
Price, of Macon. His second, Mr. 
Jackson, and Dr, Westinoreland 
gat inaseat opposite him. The telegram to 
Mayor Price was a statement that Mr. Huff, 
having 

FAILED TO APPEAR 
on the ground within twenty-four hours Mr. 
Patterson, under advice, was returnig to bis 
legislative duties at Atlanta. 

It appears that Mr. Patterson and his friends 
and Mr. Rhett and Mr. Ellis all reached the 
dueling ground from Chattanooga. Indeed 
the train that left Chattanoga vestercay (Sat- 
urday) morning at 9 o'clock carried all these 
parties to Sulphur Springs, where they 
found shelter in the neighboring woods during 
the wholeof that day. If Mr. Huff had been 
a free man, and it is presumed he was not, he 
could have beaten the Patterson party and 
his seconds to Sulphur Springs by three or 
four hours, provided he had come from the di- 
rection of Birmingham. The train up to Chat- 
tanooga’ passes Sulphur Springs between six or 
seven o’clock cach morning, while the down 
train from Chaitanooga, the one that bore all 
the balance of the party, arrives there at 10:40 
a.m. They 

EID NOT FIND MR. HUFF 
at Sulphur Springs, so they were forced 
to employ themselves as best they 
could during the whole of Saturday, 
The day wasspentin the woods. The next 
train from Birmingham arrived at Sulphur 
Springs at the midnight hour, and it was con- 
fidently thought that this midnight schedule 
would bring the missing principal, but it did 
not, and all hands began to wonder if Mr. Hurf 
had met with arrest, or mistaken the place of 
meeting. Finally it was agreed to await the 
arrival of the early Birmingham train on Sun- 
day, but that came in due time, and Mr. Huf 
was not among its passengers. Then, 
at 10:40 this morning, both parties boarded 
the Birmingham accommodation, the same 
train on which they had arrived the previous 
day, and commenced 
TRE RNTURN TRIP HOME. 

The whole party came near being appre- 
hended at Sulphur Springs last night, and 
but for the presence of mind and coolness of 
Dr. Westmoreland, they would have all gone 
to Chattanooga as prisoners. Itseemsthat the 
Chattanooga police had information that 
the duel was to occur at Suiphur Springs, and 
so Chief Kilgore, fully armed, got on an after- 
noon train for that station, and actually en- 
tered the house into which all the party had 
gone for supper and lodging. 
Being advised of the character 
of that caller, Ur. Westmoreland was detailed 
to 

GO DOWN STAIRS AND AMUSE HIM, 
which he did most successfully, and finally saw 
him aboard of the midnight train for Chatta- 
nooga, well pleased with Mr. Kjgore’s 
charming simplicity, and Mr. Kilgore, him- 
self, just as much gratitied to have met so en- 
tertaining a personas Mr. Barnes, of New 
York, geologist. In speaking of his 

ESCAPE FROM ATLANTA 
Mr. Patterson smiled a pleasant smile. 

‘“T was in the Kimball house,” said he, 
“when they arrested Mr. Huff. Iescaped by 
the freight elevator, and by advice 
of my friend, Mr. Jackson, went to 
Bolton ina hack. THe CoNnstirution story 
of my adventure at Bolton was amusing, but 
only partly true. The station keeper did not 
seem to relish the idea of entertaining me and 
the situation was decidedly shakey. When 
he began to tell me a joke,an old, gray bearded 
joke, I laughed and laughed, and finally asked 
him if he had ever heard of the tunnel joke, 
and told him that, and that’s how I got a bed 
at Bolton.’’ EvGene P. Speer. 


PATTERSON’S PARTY IN BIRMINGHAM, 
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Publish the Correspondence in 
Full. 

BIRMINGHAN, Ala., September 8.—[Spec- 
fal.|—One party of the Georgia duelists ar- 
rived here this afternoon, and took rooms at 
the Caldwell house. The party are lh. W. 
Patterson, of Macon; his second, Thomas Cobb 
Jackson and W. F. Westmorland, Jr. W.H. 
Rhett, of “tlanta, is also here. The party 
are en route to Atlanta and will leave at ten 
o'clock tonight. 

Wien seen by your correspondent tonight, 
the members of the Patterson party 
had little to say. They said the entire cor- 
respondence between the two principals, and 
the agreement as to the place of meeting, 
would be given to the press, with a statement 
of what occurred on the field. 

The party were met by several friends here, 
who plied them with questions about the affair 
of honor, but to one and all they refused to 
express any opinions, and said they wanted as 
little newspaper notice as possible. 

The entire correspondencef with a written 
etatement of what occurred on the field, they 
said, would be given to the Atianta and Macon 
papers.

Why Didn’t Rhett Fight? 

Mr. Pat&rson, with his seconds and friends, 
left at 10 o'clock for Atlanta. Mr. Rhett, 
Huit's second, is with the party. He has heard 
nothing from his principal, and cannot under- 
stand why he did not appear on the field. 

The party declined to state why Mr. Rhett 
did not take the place of his principal, as the 
code requires, and the fact that he is traveling

The chief of police telegraphed to the gov-

KEEPING TRACK OF MK. HUFF. 


That Mr. Patterson Failed to 
Meet Him. 

Cotumsbus, Ga.. September 8.—[Special.]— 
Hon. W. A. Huff passed Sunday securely im- 
prisoned in Hon. Thomas J. Chappell’s subur- 
ban home, on Rose Hill. 

Mr. Hufi’s hiding place, however, was gen 
erally known throughout the city and a p'a- 
toon ef thirty officers, in fell uniform, was 
guarding him to prevent his escape into Ala- 
bama. 

Within the past twenty-fourhours Mr. Huff 
has led a remarkable life, one full of thrilling 
and narrow escapes. 

I arrived in Columbus at six o’clock this 
morning, and had no trouble in locating the 
gentleman from Bibb. On the same train’ 
which left Macon at 3:25 this morning were 
Colonel Daily, Captain Roff Sims, of the 
Southern Cadets,and Mr. Emmet Barnes, al! 
warm, personal friends of Mr. Huff, When they 
left the union depot in this city 
they separated, Colone) Daily going to the 
Rankin house, Captain Sims and Mr. Barnes 
going to the Central house. The gentlemen 
were all anxious to escape observation, and 
remained in their rooms. On the same train 
were Mr. T. J. Willingham and W. G. Solo- 
mon, both leading cotton factors in Macon. 
These two gentlemen were bent upon a mis- 
sion of peace. 

REPULSED FROM CHAPPELL’S HOUSE. 
Not long after reaching the city, Idrove to Mr. 
Chappell’s home. He was sitting on his front 
porch whetting an appitete for breakfast on a 
copy ofthe duelling code. When asked if Mr. 
Huif could be seen, he smiled, saying: 

‘Where is he?” 

‘‘Here in your house, and I seethe house is 
surrounded by police. Itis generally known 
that he is here and I want to see him.’’ 

Colonel Chappell hesitateda minute, and 
then said: ‘I don’tthink he wants to be dis- 
turbed.’’ 

“Only a minnie ?”’ . 

Colonel Chappell entered his house and as- 
cended the stairway. He was gone twenty min 
utes. Whon he came back his face was flushed, 
and in a low, hesitating way, he said: 

“Mr. Huffis resting and don’t want to be 
distured. He has not had any rest for several 
days, and is greatly in need of sicep,”’ 

Just then the breakfast bel! sounded through 
the mansion, and with a bland smile he said: 

‘*‘Come in and have breakfast, won’t you?” 

The breakfast was declined, and with a 
smile more pleasant than ever, the colonel 
said : 

“Well, good morning. 

THD TALK DOWN TOWN. 

That scttled it. It was a kind, gentle in- 
vitation to go, and that was just what I 
did. Down town ail kind of ruinors were 
afloat. Some had the fight over, others that 
it would take place in Girard, and still 
others that the trouble had been adjusted. 
But none of them weretrue. Then, later in 
the day,.it was stated pos:tively that 
Mr. Huff had escaped through the 
picket line of police and gone to ex- 
Speaker Little’s residence at that place. Mr. 
Little failed to show up, and_ the 
servant who answers to the coor bell said he 
was at his office, and at his oftice he was. In 
that office, too, were Messrs. Willingham and 
Solomon, who were arguing for an adjustment. 
Frequent trips to the telegraph office, too, indi- 
cated that they were in communication with 
some one. The day wore on, however, and 
nothing transpired to attract attention 
until the middie of the afternoon. 
Then the scene of work chauged from Mr. 
Little’s office to Colonel Chappell’s. In that 
oftice were Colonel Chappell, Mayor Grimes, 
of Columbus, Captain Sims, Mr. Barnes, Pro- 
fessor Daily and others, so I am informed. 
But what they disdusscd, or at what 
conclusion they arrived, I can’t say, 

During the discussion Captain Sims left the 
office, and it quickly beeame apparent that 
some move was contemplated. The captain 
was approached and questioned, butsaid noth- 
ing. Finally, when asked if he could not ar- 
range an interview with Mr. Huif, Captain 
Sims hesitated a moment, and then said: 

“T can’t promise you anything, but I will 
submit your proposition, but remember I can’t 
promise anything.’ A 

Then, in a short time, Colonel Chappell 
made his appearance upon the streets, and was 
asked about Huff. 

‘‘AllI can say,’’ hesaid, ‘‘is thatif you think 
Mr. Huff is at my house, you had better take 
another trail.”’ 

During all this time everybody was anxious 
to know 

SOMETHING ABOUT MR. PATTERSON, 
Mr. Rhett and Mr. Jackson, but nothing could 
be ascertained. The town, however, 
was full of rumors, and in every corner 
were groups discussing the situation. It was 
generally believed that the fight would take 
place in Alabama, and the two bridgés over 
the riyer were closely guarded to prevent Mr. 
Hiuff cressing into Alabama. About five 
o’clock a close carriage drove up to Mr. Chap- 
pell’s otlice, and two or three gentlemen 
entered. One of them was, so [I am 
informed, Mayor Grimes. The carriage 
drove toward Rose Hill, and whien_ it 
reached Colonel Chappell’s residence it started 
into the drive. One of the policemen stopped 
it. Some one descended, and after$a consulta- 
tion with the officer, the carriage went through 
thegateand upthelawn. Then the ofticer, 
who had allowed the carriage to pass, called 
his associates around him. The police 
conferred a moment, and then 
THE SIX WALKED AWAY. 

As they moved towards the town one of 
them was asked: ° 

‘Why do you leave the house unguarded? 
Has Mr. Huff gone?”’ 

“Don’t know anything about 
answered. 

‘Where are you going?’’ he was asked. 

“Mayor Grimes has ordered us to leave,”’ 
he answered, ‘“‘and we are going home.” 

In a short time the carriage came down the 
drive, and as it struck the main 
road Mr. Huff could be seen 
inside. The driver pushed his horses 
into a trot, and in a short time the gentlemen 
reached the union depot. Then Mr. Huff got 
out,.and entered a sleeper attached to a Macon 
train. Captain Sims and Mr. Barnes went 
into the section with him. Several persons 
saw Mr. Huff and his friends, but no attempt 
was made to interfere with them. It is the 
opinion now that he knows a meeting can’t be 
accomplished on account of the careful, close 
watch over him, and that 

HE 18 GOING HOME. 

ON THE TRAIN BETWEEN COLUMBUS AND 
Macon.—Mr. Huff and party are now sitting in 
their section. They gave the conductor three 
tickets to Macon, but paid for seats in the 
sleeper and not beds. The train will reach 
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be at home, 
Is THEKE A MISUNDEBSTANDING? 

But what wiil he do then? 

Soon after the train 
Columbus, Mr. Huff was heard tosay: 

“I haye given him every opportunity to 
meet me, but he won’t come to time. I have 
been on the ground waiting for him, and I tell 
you he must meet me.” 

Mr. Huff appeared considerably worked up, 
and was mad. His friends wanted him to lie 
down, but he declined. 

“But you had beiter lie down,” said one of 
his friends, ‘‘you will need your rest.’ 

Mr. Huff, however, satup. Soon after the 
train passed Geneva he dropped off asleep and 
slopt soundly for several miles. Before the 
train reavhed Fort Valley, Mr. Huff wrote a 
telegrain toa Mr. Harris in Macon, and put it 
on the wire. The contents are unknown. 

AN INCIDENT OF THE DAY BESORE. 

When Mr. Huff went to Mr. Chalmer’s 
home in Girard yesterday that gen- 
tleman made him comfortable, but 
it was for a short time only. 

Lhe telegram which the Alabama officers 
showed Mr. Chalmers described Mr. Hufi’s 
high sik hat and hand satchel, so when Mr. 
Chalmers aided Mr. Huff to get away, the 
silk hat was left behind and Mr. Huff pulled 
a broad brim slouch hat down ever his face, 
and left his grip behind with Mr. Chalmers. 
Then, as Mr. Huff walked away, he passed al- 
inost through the officers who were searching 
forhim, He knew the bridges were being 
guarded, and passed up the river two or three 
miles to the shoals. Then, by stepping slowly 
and carefully from one stone to another, he 
crossed the Georgia side. Mr. Huff krew 
the locality well, and by beating around the 
edge of the town succeeded in 

REACHING COLONEL CHAPPELL’S HOME. 
But it was then late in the night. Mr, Haff’s 
first act, after findinga place of safety, was to 
touch the wires. His messages were sent 
to the telegraph office by responsible parties. 
They were for Mr. Patterson and Mr. Rhett, 
and were to inform those men _ that 
he was upon the ground awaiting 
their arrival. Whether the messages reached 
the gentlemen’to whom they were addressed 
cannot be said. Mr. Huff has persistently 
deciined all requests tosee him, and will not 
answer any question. However, it is gener- 
ally believed that he and Mr. Patterson were 
to have metin Girard, and the fight was to 
have taken place up the river from Browns- 
ville.

They Repudiaie the Compromise to Which. 
ihey Had Agreeil. 

Lonpon, September §.—The lord mayor of 
Loudon, Bishop Temple and Cardiial Man- 
ping, have writsen a joint letter,in which they 
recount the negotiations conducted by them 
with the dock companies, with a view to the 
settlement ofthe strike. Tiley express sur- 
prise at the striker’s repudiation of the terns 
agreed to by the dock companies, and declare 
their opinion that if the mon continue the 
strike they will forfeit the sympathy hereto 
fere aceorded tnem. 

The strikers held another large mass mect - 
ing in Hyde park today. ‘The proceedings 
were orderiy. Burns, in a speech, declared it 
was 2 mistake to suppose that he had agreed to 
the proposa! of the urbitrators. He invited the 
strikers to declare whether or not they would 
accept the proposal. A loud shout of ‘‘no’’ 
went up from the crowd. Burns, continuing, 
said the strike committee were prepared to ho!d 
out for three weeks more, but he believed the 
directors of the dock companies would con- 
cede the strikers’ terms before another week 
had passed. 

Mr. Tillet visited the lord mayor this after- 
noon and proposed new terms to commence in 
(ctober. The lord mayor demurred, but prom-~ 
ised to use his best endeavors to persuade the 
dock directors to agree to the terms. It is 
probable that a compromise will soon be ar- 
ranged on the basis of increased wages, be- 
ginning in November. 

The lord mayor told Mr. Tillet that he and 
Mr.gBurns ought to have resigned when the 
men declined to accept the compromise. Tillet 
explained that the compromise was rejected 
because it would have created difficulty with 
the wharfingers who had already conceded six 
pence. 
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MR. GLADSTONE SPEAKS, 


And Pays a High Compliment to the Pro- 
gress of America. 


Paris, September 8.—Mr. Gladstone this 
morning attended service at the church to 
which the attaches of the British embassy are 
accustomed to go. He said today to a reporter 
of Galignani’s Messenger, ‘‘I have come over 
to Paris for a special purpose. I am too old to 
travel merely for the sake of the pleasure 
travel affords. Il havecome in order to,show 
good will and respect to France.”’ % 

In his speech at the banquet yesterday Glad- 
stone, referring tothe rapid increase of popu- 
lation in America, said: 

*T wish to recognize Ameriéa’s right to be 
considered, prospectively at least, and evem 
now to some extent, the great organ of the pow 
erful English tongue. 1 wish also to indulge in 
feelings of satisfaction on reflecting that no 
cause On earth, unless our own folly now or 
hereafter, ought to divide us from one another, 
or revive those causes of honorable or less hon- 
orable contention that have heretofore pre- 
vailed among us.”’ 

On Mr. Gladstone's invitation, Mr. Tuck, 
one of the American commissioners to the ex- 
hibition, replied in a clever speech. The 
newspapers express thomselves as delighted 
with Mr. Gladstone’s speech.

TWO HUNDRED VICTIMS. 
The Fire by Which the Antwerp Tragedy 
was Occasioned. Extinguished. 


ANTWERP, September 8.—The fire which 
started in the cartridge factory on Friday, has, 
at last, been extinguished. Several more 
corpses have beeu found, and the number of 
dead will certainly reach 200. King Leopold 
and the cabinet ministers today visited the 
hospitals where the sufferers by fire are being 
cared for. The arrest of M. Carvallain, pro- 
prietor of the cartridge factory, has Leen 
ordered. 

Many persons. passed the night in the open 
air, dreading to remain in their homes, owing 
to the explosions of petroleum, which occurred 
at intervals until Sunday morning. The vil- 
lage of Austruwell, inhabited by artisans, was 
completely destroyed for hundreds of yards, 
and in its vicinity not a building escaped dam- 
age. All parts of the city show more or less 
damage, and portions have the appearance of 
having been bombarded. 


The Rights of the Priests. 

Paris, September 8.—The bishop of Mar- 
seilles has issued a formal protest against the 
circular recently issued by the minister of 
justice, in which the minister reminded the 
clergy that they are prohibited by law from tak- 
ing part in elections. The bishop affirms the 
rights of the priests to intervene in elections, 
and other political affairs.

The 
large foreign element does not approve of this 
deprivation of their Sunday enjoyment and 
are by no means backward in emphasizing 
their disgust and condemnation. Even the 
native popniation—though to the mauner 
born—has caught on to the ways of “saur 
krout and lager,’’ and take much pleasure in 
walking in the paths laid out for thern by these 
people who come to them from the other side 
of the “hig  pond.’”’ it is not 
the people of Cincinnati who 
has perpetrated this great outrage on tieir 
German fellow-citizens. ut the dear people 
in the country, whose local habitations keep 
them aloof from these practices of foreigu ex- 
traction, caunot tolerate this infringement 
upon the teachings of the good forefathers, 
and, therefore, for lack of opportunity they 
would not that others should do what they 
cannot.

THE BCOODYCRIME OF DICK RAWES 
RETOLD 


HIS CHILD CHARGES HIM WITH IT 


Fanny Bryant Convicted of Murier in+tho 
First Degree—She Tel!s the Story Nar-" 
rated to Her by May Hawes. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., September 8.—[Special.] 
At 10 o’clock this morning, the jury in the 
Fannie Bryant case returned a verdict of guilty 
of murder in the first degree, and fixed the 
punishment at lifeimprisomment. During the 
reading of the verdict the prisoner's face 
showed no emotion, but after the jury had 
been polled she broke down and 

SOBBED LIKE A CHILD. 

Her attorneys will move for a new trial. and 
failing to get that, will appeal to the supreme 
court. Fannie Bryant ence almost made up 
her mind to turn state's evidence against Dick 
Hawes, andifshe had done so, and told in 
court the story she told an attorney, she would 
have been released, She has never admitted 
that she assisted Dick Hawes in the murder of 
his wife and child, or in disposing of the 
bodies, but she confessed that little May 

TOLD HER THE STORY 

of the crime the day after it was committed. 
Why the woman risked her own neck ratler 
than testify against Hawes, is not clear, but 
there is good reason to believe that she was 
for a long time his mistres. As Hawes moved 
from one place to another during the past five 
years, this woman had always followed him, 
and was frequently employed at lis house 

Mrs. Hawes and her youngest daughter, 
Irene, were murdered on Saturday night, Dae- 
cember Ist, 1838. May Hawes, the oldest 
child, was taken to Fannie Bry int’s house the 
next day, where she remained ti!! Monday 
morning, “when her father carried her to East 
Lake, and after 

CHOKING HER TO DEATH, 
threw her bodv in the lake. 

A few days ago Fannie Bryant confessed 
that on Sunday morning, December 2nd, little 
May told her the story of the doub!s murder of 
Saturday night. 

‘‘May commenced to cry,’’ she said, “almost 
as s00n as she reached iny house. I asked her 
what was.the matter, but at first she would 
only cry the harder and sob, ‘mamma's gone.’ 
At last she said: 

‘“* ‘I’m afraid to tell you, Fannie. 
kill me if I tell you.’ 

“I kept begging fo: her to tell me what was 
the matter, and after she had cried herself sicix, 
she told me. After begging me not to let her 
papa know, she said: 

‘**Mamma and [rene are dead. 

PAPA KILLED THEM 
last night. Papa-had taken Willie to Atlant Bi 
and mamma said she was going to. bring him 
back. Papa cursed her awfully, and told her 
to go and bring him back if she wanted to. 
Mamma put on her cloak, and took Jren 
her arms, and ran out in the 
Papa ran after them, cursing 
She begged him so hard to kill her. 
abigstick. Iwas afraid to go‘ out 
yard. It was dark out there, but I 
mamma screain, and heard papa strike 
He killed mamina and Irene out there in 
dark with a big stick. Then he brought th 
back in the house and covered themtp witha 
mattress.” 

The woman says that all day Sunday ana 
Monday little May would come to her side 
every few minutes, and between hersobs, 

‘Don’t let papa know I toid you; I 
afraid he will kill me.” 

The child, young as she was, seemed to 
realize her knowledge of her father’s crime 
placed her own life in danger. The story of 
the murder, as told by Fannie Bryant, is, no 
doubt, the correct one. When the body of 
Mrs. Hawes was taken from the lake, it was 
found that she wore a traveling dress and 
cloak, showing that she was dressed 

TO GO ON A JOURNEY 

as May described. The bodies of Mrs. Hawes 
and Lrene lay in the cottage covered with a 
mattress from the time of the murder some 
t:me Saturday night, till Sunday, when they 
were placed in the lake a few hundred yards 
away. Fannie Bryant says she did not assist 
in disposing of the bodies,* but it is believed 
that she did. Hawes had taken his youngest 
child, Willie, to Atlanta a few days before the 
murder, much against the wish of Mrs. Hawes, 
and her threat to bring him back seems to 
have 
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PRECIPITATED HER DEATH. 
This confession of Fanaie Bryant clears up 
the mystery as to the time and manner of the 
murder, and is corroborated by the circum- 
stantial evidence which convicted Llawes. 
The only mystery connected with the 
crime, Which remains unsolved, is who as- 
sisted Hawes in carrying the bodies of his wife 
and child to the lake?

‘The girl began to scream atthetop of 
her voice, aud her father, hearing her cries, 
rushed to the house, and, securing an ax, ho 
went to the door. Finding it locked, he broke 
it open just in time to 

CATCH THE NEGRO BY THE FOoT. 

He was jumping from a window. Mr, 
Moorestruck the negro a time or two and then 
bound him and carrying him before a magis - 
trate. preliminary trial was held. The negro 
was turned over to officers to be committed to 
jail. It is about ten miles from Stanley creek 
to Dallas, the county seat.and it was after 
midnight when the officers started on their 
journey to the jail. When about four miles 
away 

ABOUT SEVENTY-FIVE MASKED WEN 
rushed out from the woods and surrounding 
the officers, demanded that they turn their 
prisoner over to them.

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DR. TALMAGE’S GREETING TO HIS 
CONGREGATION. 
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Back From the Country and Seashore Once 
More—“‘The Day Is At Hand” the Text of 
His Sermon. — 

Brooxgyn, September 8.—[Special.]—The 
Rey. T. DeWitt Talmage, D.D., was wel- 
comed home today by an overflowing congre- 
gation. At the opening of the service the 
hymn beginning, 

Welcome, sweet day of rest, 

That saw the Lord arise, 
was sung with fine effect. Dr. Talmage’s sub- 
ject was “The Sunrise,” and his text, ‘‘The 
day is at hand.” Romans xiii,12. He said: 

Back from: the mountains, and the seaside, 
and the springs, and the farmhouse, your 
cheek bronzed and your spirits lighted, I hail 
you home again with the words of Gehazi to 
the Shunamite: “Is it well with thee? Is it 
well with thy husband? Is it well with the 
child ?’’ On some faces I see the mark of re- 
cent grief, but all along the track of tears I 
see the story of resurrection and reunion when 


all tears are done; the a § plowing of the 


keel, followed by the flash of the phosphores- 


cence. 

Now that I have asked you in regard to your 
welfare, you naturally ask how I'am. Very 
well, thank you. Whetherit was the bracing 
air of the Colorado mountains twelve thousand 
feet above the level of the sea, or the tonic at- 
mosphere of the Pacific coast, or a bath in the 
surf of Long Island beach, or whether it is the 
joy of standing in this great group of warm- 
hearted friends, or whether it is a new appre- 
ciation of the goodness of God, I cannot tell. I 
simply kaow I am grandly and gloriously and 
inexpressibly happy. It wassaid that John 
Moffat, the great Methodist preacher, occas- 
ionally got fast in his sermon, and to extri- 
cate himself would cry “Hallelujah!’’? Iam 
in no such predicament today, but Iam full of 
the same rhapsodic ejaculation. Starting out 
this morning on a new ecclesiastical year, I 
want to give youthe key note of .my next 
twelve months’ ministry. I want to setit to 
the tune of Antioch, Ariel and Coronation. 
Some time ago we had anew stop put in this 
organ—a new trumpet stop—and I want to 
put a new trumpet stop into my sermons. 

In all our Christian work you and I want 
more of the element of gladness, That man 
has no right to say that Christ never laughed. 
Do you suppose that he was glum at the wed- 
dingin Cana of Galilee? Do you suppose 
Christ was unresponsive when the children 
clambered over His knee and shoulder at His 
own invitation? Do you suppose that the 
evangelist meant nothing when he said of 
Christ, ‘‘He rejoiced in spirit?’? Do you be- 
lieve that the divine Christ who pours all the 
water over the rocks at Vernal falls, Yosemite, 
does not believe in the sparkle and gallop and 
tumultuous joyand rushing raptures of hu 
man life? I believe not onl¥ that the morn- 
ing laughs, and that the mountains laugh, and 
that the seas laugh, and that the cascades 
laugh, but that Christ laughed. Moreover, 
take alaugh and a tear into an alembic. and 
assay them, and test them, and analyze them, 
and you will often find as much of the pure 
gold of religion in alaugh asinatear. Deep 
spiritual joy always shows itself in facial 
illumination. John Wesley said he was sure 
of a good religious impression being produced 
because of what he calls the great lanechter he 
saw among the people. Godless meriiment is 
blasphemy anywhere, but expression of Chris- 
tian joyis appropriate everywhere. 

Moreover, the outlook of the world onght to 
stir us to g' adness, 
is danger of stellar collision. We have been 
that there are worlds coming very near to- 
gether, and that we shall have plagues and 
wars and tumults and perhaps the world’s de- 
struction. Do not be_ scared. 
ever stood at a railroad center, where ten or 
twentv or thirty rail tracks cross each other, 
and seen that by the movement of the switch 
one or two inches the train shoots this way or 
that, without colliding. then you may under- 
stand how fifty worlds may come within an 
inch of disaster, and that inch be as good as a 
million miles. Ifa human switchtender can 
shoot the trains this way and that without 
harm, canrot the Hand that for thousands of 
years has upheld the universe keep our little 
world ont of harm’s way? Christian geolo- 
gists tell usthat this world was millions of 

years in building. Well, now, I do 
not think God would take millions of years to 
build a house which was to lastoniv six thou- 
sand years. There is nothing in the worid or 
outside the world, terrestial or astronomical, 
to excite dismay. I wish that some stout gos- 
pel breeze miznt seatter all the malaria of 
human foreboding. The sun rose this morn- 
ing at about half past five, and I think that is 
just about the hour in the world’s history. 
‘The day is at hand.” 

The first ray of the dawn I see in the gradual 
substitution of diplomatic skill for human 
butchery. Within the last twenty-five vears 
there lave been international differences 
which would have brought ashock of armsin 
any other day, but which were peacefully ad- 
justed, the pen taking the place of the sword. 

That Alabama question in any other age of 
the world wonld have caused war between the 
United States and England. How was it set 
tled? By men-of-war off the Narrows, or off 
the Mersey? By the Gulf Stream of the ocean 
crossed by a gulf stream of human blood? By 
the pathway of nationsincarnadined? No, 
few wise men go jntoa quiet room at Geneva, 
talk the matter over, and telegraph to Wash- 
ington and toLoendon: ‘Allsettled.’’ Peace. 
Peace. England pays to the United States the 
amount awarded--pays really more than she 
ought to have paid. But still, all that Ala- 
bama broil is settled—settled forever. Arbi- 
tration instead of battle. 

So, the quarrel cight or nine vears ago about 
the Canadian fisheries in any other age would 


and England. England said: “Pay me for 
the invasion of my Canadian fisheries.’’ The 
United States said: “I willnot pay anything.’’ 
Well, the two nations say: ‘‘I guess we had 
better leave the whole matter to a commis- 
sion.’’ The commission is appointed, and the 
cominission examines the affair, and the com- 
mission reports, and pay we onght, pay we 
must, pay we do. Not a pound of powder 
burned, not a cartridge bitten off. no one hurt 
so much as by the scratch of a pin. Arbitra- 
tion instead of battle. 

Sothe Samoan controversy in anv other age 
would have brought Germany and the United 
States into bloody collision. But all is settled, 
Arbitration instead of battle. 

France will never again, I think, through 


with other nations. She sees that God, in 
punishment of Sedan, blotted out the French 
empire, and the only aspirant for that throne 
who had any right of expectation dies ina 
war that has not even the dignity of being re- 
spectable. What is that blush on the cheek 
of England today? What is the leaf that 
England would like to tear out of her history? 
The Zulu war. Down with the sword and up 
with the treaty. 

We in this country might better have settled 
ourisectional difficulties by atbitration than 
by the thrust of the sword. Philanthropy 
said to the north: ‘‘Pay down a certain 
amount of money for the purchase of the 
slaves, and let ail those born after a certain 
time be born free.’’ Philanthropy at the 
same time said to the south: ‘‘You sell the 
slaves, and get rid of this great national con- 
test and trouble.” The north replied: ‘I 
won't pay a cent.’’ The south replied: ‘I 
won’t sell.’ War! War! A million dead 
men, and a national debt which might have 
ground this nation to powder. 

Why did we not let William H. Seward, of 
New York, and Alexander H. Stephens, of 
Georgia, go out and spend a few days under 
the trees on the banks of the Potomac and 
talk the matter over, and settle it, as settle it 
they coulé, rather than the north pay in cost 
of war, four billion seven hundred million dol- 
lars, and the south pay four billion seven hun 
dred and fifty million dollars, the destroying 
angel leaving the first born dead in so many 
houses al] the way from the Penobscot to the 
Alabama. Ye aged men, whose sons fell in 
the strife, do you not think that would have 
been better? Oh yes! we have come to be- 
lieve, I think, in this country, that arbitration 
is better than battle. 

I may be’mistaken, but I hope that the last 
war between Christian nations is ended. Bar- 
barians may mix their war paint, and Afghan 
and Zulu hurl poisoned arrows, but I think 
Christian nations have gradua!ly learned that 
war is disaster to victor as well as vangqished, 
and that almost anything bought by blood is 
bought at too dear a wrice. I wish to God this 


nation might be a model of willingness for ar- 
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No need of sacrificing any more brave General 
Custers. Stop exasperating the red man, and 
there will be no more arrows shot out from 
the reservation. A general of the United 
States army,in high repute throughout this 
land, and who, perhaps, has been in more In- 
dian wars than any other officer, and who has 
been wounded again and fagain in behalf of 
our government in battle against the Indians, 
told me that all the wars that had ever oc 
curred between the Indians and white men 
had been provoked by white men, and that 
there was no exception,to the rule. While we 
are arbitrating with Christian nations, let us 
toward barbarians carry ourselves in a manner 
unprovocative of contest. 

I inherit a large estate, and the waters are 
rich with fish, and the woods are songful with 
birds, and my cornfields are silken and. gol 
den. Here is my sister’s grave. Out yonder, 
under that large tree, my father died. An in- 
vader comes, and proposes to drive me off and 
take possession of my property. He crowds 
me back, he crowds me on, and crowds me 
into a closer corner, and still closer corner, un- 
til after a while I say: ‘Stand back, don’t 
crowd me any more, or I'll strike. What 
right have you to come here and drive me off 
of my premises? I got this farm from my 
father, and he got it from his father. What 
right have you tocome here and. molest me’?’’ 
You blandly say: ‘Oh, I know more than 
you do. I belong toa higher civilization. I 
cut my hair shorter than youdo. I could put 
this ground to a great deal better use than you 
do.’’ And you keep crowding me back and 
crowding me on into a closer corner and closer 
corner, until one day I look around upon my 
suffering familyf and fired’ by their 
hardships I hew you in twain. 
Forthwith all the world comes to 
your funeral to pronounce eulogium, comes t 
my execution to anathematize me. You ar 
the hero, Lam theculprit. Behold the Unitec 
States government and the North American 
Indian. The red man has stood more wrong 
than I would, or you. We would have struck 
sooner, aeeper. That which is right in de- 
fense of a Brooklyn hume or a New York 
home is rightin defense of a home on top of 
the Rocky mountains. Before this dwindling 
red race dies completely out I wish tiat this 
generation might by common justice atone for 
the inhumanity of its predecessors. In the day 
of God’s judgment I would rather there be a 
blood-smeared Modoc than a swindling United 
States officer on an Indian reservation! One 
man was a barbarian and a savage, and never 
pretended to be anything but a barbarian and 
asavage. The other man pretended to be-a 
representative of a Christian nation, Not- 
withstanding all this, the general disgust with 
war and the substituiion of diplomatic skill 
for the glittering edge of keen steel is a sign 
unmistakable that ‘‘the day is at hand.” 

I find another ray of the dawn in the com- 
pression of the world’s distances. Whata 
slow, snail like, almost impossible thing would 
have been the world’s rectification with four- 
teen hundred millions of population and no 
facile means of communication; but now, 
through telegraphy for the eye and telephonic 
intimacy for the ear, and through steam boat- 
ing and railroading, the twenty-five thousand 
miles of the world’s circumference are shrive!- 
ing up into insignificant brevity. Hong Kong 
ig nearer to New York than afew vears ago 
New Haven was; Bombay, Moscow, Madras, 
Melbourne within speaking distance. Pur- 
chase a telegraphic chart, and by the blue lines 
see the telegraphs of the land, and by the red 
lines the cables under the ocean. You see 
what opportunity this is going to give for the 
final movements of Christianity. A fortress 
may be months or years in building, but after 
it. 18 constructed it may do all its work 
in twenty minutes. Christianity has 
been planting its batteries for nineteen cen 
turies, and may goon in the work through 
other centuries; but when those batteries are 
thoroughly planted, those fortresses are fuily 
built, they may al! do their work in twenty- 

| fourhours. The woridsometimes derides the 
| church forslowness of movement. Is science 
| any quicker? Did it not take science five 
! 
| 


thousand six hundred and fifty-two years to 
find out so simple a thing as the circulation of 
the human blood? With the earth and the 
| sky full of electricity, science took five thou- 
| sand eight hundred years before it even 
guessed that there was any practical use that 
might be made of this snotie and mighty ele- 
ment. When good men take possession of all 
these scientific forces, and ail the agenétes of 
invention, I do pot know that the redemption 
of the world will. be more than the work of 
half a day. Do we not read the queen’s speech 
at the proroguing of parliament the day before 
in London? If that be so, is it anything 
marvelous to believe that in twenty-four hours 
a divine communication can reach the whole 
earth ? 
nations—many expect that Christ will coimne 
among the nations persona!lly—suppose that 
tomorrow morning the Son of God froma 
hovering cloud should descend upon these cit- 
ies. Would not that fact be known ali the 
world over in twenty-four hours. Suppose he 
should present his gospel in a few words, say- 
ing: “Lam the Son of God; I came to pardon 
ail your sins and to heal all your sorrow: to 
prove that [am a supernatural being, I have 
just descended from the clouds; do you believe 
me, and do you believe me now?’ Why, all 
the telegraph stations of the earth would be 
crowded as none of them were ever crowded 
just aftcr a shipwreck. Itell you all these 
things to show you it is not among the impossi- 
bilities or even the improbabilities that Christ 
will conquer the whole earth, and do it in- 
| stanter, when thetime comes. There are fore- 
tokenings in the air. Something greatis going 
tohappen. I donot think that Jupiter is go-

erful telescopes well polished.” Better have al! 
i your Leyden jars ready for some new pulsation 
| of mighty influence. Better have new fonts 
| of type in your printing offices toset up some 
astounding good news. Better have some ucw 
banner that has never been carried, ready for 
sudden processions. Better have the bells in 
your church towers well hung, and rope within 
reach, that you may ring out the marriage of 
the King’s Son. Cleanse all your courthouses, 
forthe Judge of all the earth may appear. 
Let all your legisiative hails be gilded, for the 
great Law-giver may be about tocome, Drive 
off the thrones of despotism all the occupants, 
for the King of heaven and earth may be about 
toreigu. The darkness of the night is bloom 
ingand whiteninginto the lilies of morning 
cloud, and the lilies reddening into the roses 
of stronger dav—fit garlands, whether white or 
red, for him on whose head are many crowns. 
“The day is at hand!” 

One more fray of the dawn I see in facts 
chronological and mathematical. Come now, 
do not let us do another stroke of work until 
we have settled one matter. What is going to 
be the final issue of this great contest between 
sinand righteousness? Which is going to 
yrove himself the stronger, God or Diabolus? 
Ts this world going to be ali garden or all 
desert? Now let us have the matter settled. 
If we believe Isaiah and Ezekiel and Hosea, 

and Micah and Malachi, and John and Peter, 
| and Paul and Christ, we believe that it is 
| going to be all garden. But let us have it 
settled. Let us know whether we are working 
on toward a success or toward a dead failure. 
If there is a child in your house sick, and you 
are sure he is going to get well, you sympa- 
thise with present pains, but all the forebod- 
ing is gone. If you are in a cyclone off the 
Florida coast, and the captain assures you the 
vessel is staunch and the winds are changing 
for a better quarter, and he is sure he will bring 
you safe intothe harbor, you patiently submit 
to present distress with the thought of safe ar- 
rival. Now I want to know whether we are 
coming on toward dismay, darkness and de- 
feat, or on toward light and biessedness. You 
and I believe the latter, and if so, every year 
we spend is one year subtracted from the 
world’s woe, and every event that passes, 
whether bright or dark, brings us one event 
nearer a happy consummation, and by all that is 
inexorable in chronology and mathematics, I 
commend you to good cheer and courage. If 
there is anything in arithmetic, if you subtract 
two from five and leave three, then by every 
rolling sun we are coming on toward a magni- 
ficent terminus. Then every winter passed is 
one severity less for our poor westd, Then 
every summer gone by brings us nearer un- 
fading avorescence. Put your algebra down 
on the top of your Bible and rejoice, 

If it is nearér morning at 5 o’clock than it ig 
at 2, if it is nearer morning at 4 0’clock than it 
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Suppose Christ should descend on the | 
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great for the world’s blessing and not for the | 
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world’s deliverance. God’s clock seems to go 

very slowly, but the pendulum swings and the 
hands moye, and it will yet strike noon. The 
sun and the moon st still once; they will 
never stand still again until they stop forever. 
If you believe arithmetic as well as your Bible, 
you must believe we are nearer the dawn. 
‘Tho day is at hand,” 

There is a class of phenomena which makes 
me think that the spiritual and the heavenly 
world may, after a while, make a demonstra- 
tion in this world which will cage all moral 
and spiritual things toaclimax. Now, I am 
no spiritualist; but every intelligent man has 
noticed that there are strange and mysterious 
things which. indicate to him that perhaps the 
spiritual world is not so far off as 
sometimes we conjecture, and that after a 
while, from the spiritual and heavenly world 
there may be a demonstration upon our world 
for its betterment. Wecall it magnetism, or 
we call 1t mesmerism, or we call it electricity, 
because we want some term to cover up our 
ignorance. I do not know whatthatis. I 
never heard an audible voice from the other 
world. [am persuaded of this, however; that 
the veil between this world and the next is 
getting thinner and thinner, and that perhaps, 
after a while, at the call of God—not at the 
call of the Davenport brothers, or Andrew 
Jackson Davis—some of the old scriptural 
warriors, some of the spirits of other days 
mighty for God—a Joshua, or a Caleb, or a 
David, or a Paul—may come down and hep! us 
in this battle against unrighteousness. Oh, 
how I would like to have them here—him of 
the Red sea, him of the valley of Ajalon, him 
of Mars Hill. History says that Robert Clay- 
ton, of the English cavalry, at the 
close of a war bought up all the 
old cavalry horses lest they be 
turned out to drudgery and hard work, and 
bought a piece of ground at Naversmire heath 
and turned these old war horses into the 
thickest and richest pasture to spend the rest 
of their days for what they had done in other 
days. One day a thunder storm came up, and 
these war horses mistook the thunder of the 
skies for the thunder of battie, and they 
wheeled into line—no riders on their backs— 
they wheeled into line ready for the fray. And 
I doubt me whether, when the last thunder of 
this battle for God and truth goes booming 
through the heavens, the old scriptural warri- 
orscan keep their placés on their thrones. 
Methinks they will spring into the fight and 
exchange crown for helmet, and palm branch 
for weapon, and come down out of the king’s 
galleries into the arena, crying: ‘‘Makeroom! 

must fight in this great Armageddon.”’ 

My beloved people, I preach this sermon be 
cause I want you to toil with the sunlight in 
your faces. IT want you old men to under- 
stand before you die that ail the work youdid 
for God while yet your ear was alert and your 
foot fieet _—— to be counted up in the final 
victories. want these younger people to un- 
derstand that when they toil for God they al- 
ways win the day; thatall prayers are an- 
swered and all Christian work is ip some way 
effectual, and that the tide is setting in the 
right direction, and that all heaven is on our 
side—saintly, cherubic, seraphic, archangelie, 
omnipotent chariot and throne, doxology and 
principalities and dominion, He who hath the 
moon under His feet, and all the armies of 
heaven on white horses. 

Brother! brother! all i am afraid ef is, not 
that Christ will lose the batile, but that you 
and I will not get into it quick enough to do 
something worthy of. our blood-bought im- 
mortality. Oh, Christ! how shall I mect thee, 
thou of the scarred brow and the scarred back 
and the scarred hand and the scarred foot and 
the scarred breast, if I have noscars or wounds 
gotten in thy service? Itshall not beso. I 
step outtoday in front of the battle Come 
on, vou foes of God, Idare you tothe combat. 
Come on, with pens dipped in malignancy. 
Come on, with tongues forked and viperine 
and arderous. Come on, with types 
soaked in the scum of the eternal pit. I 
defy yow! Comeon! I bare my brow, I un 


cover my heart. Strike! I cannot see my 
Lord until [ have been hurt for Christ. If we 
do not suffer with Him on earth we cannot 
glorify Him in heaven.

He begau his successful busi- 
ness career by raising oats forsale on the bor- 
ders of Mitchell and Dougherty  coun- 
ties. Ile believes yet that there is money in oats. 
He has been making careful experiment with peas 
as a fertilizer, and is satisfied that they are of great 
valine. A good crop of pea vines, he says, produces 
the same results, when followed by oats, as three 
hundred pounds of guano. Heapplied that much 
toa piece of cround on cotton. Right by it he had 
a pea ficid well covered with vines. He sowed 
both in oatsinthe fall and the crop wes much 
better in the pea field. It is a well known fact that 
during the war, when the farmers had no cotton 
secil for manuring wheat, that those who raiseda 
gocd crop of pea vines and then sowed wheat, 
raised as much grain as they had done with cotton 
seed. Mr. Wilder has no faith in green manuring, 
He lets the peas ripen and gathersthem. It is the 
vine and dead leaves, in addition to the summer 
shading, which does the work tn fertilizing.

Smith, of Sunny Side, asa suitable place for fruit 
growing that he took considerable pains to enlist 
the co-operation of the citizens in the planting of a 
large quatutity of peach, apple, pear and plum trees, 
and acres of grapevines and strawberry plants. 
Several citisens seized the opportunity to benefit by 
the ripe experience of Mr. Smitb, and pretty soon 
select fruit trees and vyines studded the sur- 
roundiug hills. This year the peach trees 
and vrapevines of the first planting, 
as well as many , apple trees, have 
borne a beuntiful harvest, and shipments in car- 
load iots have been made from this point at re- 
munerative prices, where hitherto “King Cotton” 
has svayed his scepter over the tillers of the soil. 
Neariy, or quite, 200 acres of land is now filled with 
peach, appie, pear and plum trees, and thousauds 
of grape vines are uow flourishing where hereto- 
fore but small cotten plants conld be obtained. 
One farmer reports 1,700 quarts of strawberries from 
three-fourths of an acre of land, and on the same 
piece of land there are about 700 grape vines, which 
will average twenty pounds per vine, or 15,000 
pounds of grapes; and at two cents per pound for 
the grapes, $500, and five cents per quart for the 
strawberrics, 55, we have a sum totai of $555 from 
three-fourths of an acre of land which, under the 
most favorable circumstances, would not produce 
over one bale of cotton, worth about #49.

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Cotton and Bagging.

Augusta occupies today a conspicuous position as 
the champion and frieud of the farmers of Georgia, 
Carolina, and the south in their fight against the 
jute bagging trust. Nocity in the south deserves 
more liberal and cordial patronage from the agri-~ 
cultural interests than Augusta, and it is a pleasure 
to be able to state that the daily growing business of 
the city indicates that tne farmers are not slow to 
recognize their friends. When the southern 
manufacturers’ convention was held in Au- 
gusta last May, President Hickman sent invitas 
tion to President Livings on, of the State Farmers’ 
Alliance; President Northen, and the officers of the 
Carolina Alliance and agricultural society, asking 
their attcndance, together with such delegations us 
lhey saw fit to name, and inviting them to lay hbe- 
fore the meeting their views on the subject of cot- 
ton bagging. Lut their solicitude did not end with 
this courteous invitation. When the farmers Jaid 
before the convention their views in reference to 
cotton bazging, and declared their unalterable de- 
termination not to use jute, the mill men said: 
“Well,- gentlemen, what can we do to aid 
you?’ The farmers said: “Make an allow- 
ance in favor of cotton packed in cotton bagging 
over jute.”’ There was no refusal and no hesitation. 
A committee was appointed, composed of farmers 
and mill men, to agrce npon a fair basis, and unani- 
mously the manufacturers agreed to pay a premium 
of ten centsper hundred on cottonin cotton bac- 
ging. ‘Thus did the mill men of Augusta show their 
sympathy with tbe farmers in the-plucky stand they 
had taken, and bring t:.em prompt and practical 
encouragement at Aa time when they 
needed it. The farmers were greatly strensthened 
by th s action of Augusta mill men, and it was im- 
mediately heraided farand near. And it isno 
gmail thing which the manufactu:ers did, if the 
farmers use coltun bagging. Of course the amount 
of the premium which ‘ho mills will have to pay 
will depend upon the farmers themseives. So far as 
the mill men are concerned they stand pledged and 
ready tobuy every bale of their needed supply 
wrapped in cotton bagging if the farmers send if. 
Auvusta milis will spin annugliy 85,000 bales of 
cottonintocloth. At 500 pounds to the bale the 
premium paid is 50 cents to the bale. On 85,000 
bales that is 242,560 which goes back to the farmers 
if they send their cotton to Augusta 1n cotton bag- 
ging. not one doilar of which would they receive if 
they soid their cotton anywhere else. And this 
premium will not only apply to the 85,000 bales used 
by the mills, but to every baie sold in Augusta.

THE MARSHAL SLAIN: 


THE TERRIBLE TRAGEDY IN *PEL- 
HAM SATURDAY NIGHT. 


The Negroes Fire on Town Marrhal Castle- 
berry and Kill Him—Sapposed to be Pre- 
coneerted. 


PetHaM, Ga., September 8.—[Special.!— 
The usval quietude of our little town was dis- 
turbed last night by the occurrence of the most 
heartrending tragedy the place has ever wit- 
nessed. The store gf Senator J. L. Hand and 
the sidewalk in front were crowded with sev- 
enty-five ora hundred negroes and fifteen or 
twenty white men. About 7o’clock 

A DIFFICULTY AROSE 
on the sidewalk between a white man and one 
Gladden, a negro. During the quarrel both 
parties moved into the crowded store, and 
others becoming interested, a general row 
seemed imminent. About this time H. D. 
Castleberry, the town marshal, stepped 
in, _ ,and demanded peace, but 
was not heeded. The mayor, J. G. Tennison, be- 
ing present,tried to restore order with no effect, 
being caught and held by some negro whom 
he did not recognize in the excitement. In 
the meantime Castleberry arrested Gladden, 
and while trying to hold him, was shoved or 
drawn out on the sidewalk, when almost im- 
mediately 
A SHOT RANG OUT 
onthe air. Catleberry dropped to a stooping 
position, having been shot in the abdomen by a 
negro, Albert Johnson. A general fusilade 
then ensued, ~— variously esti gested at 
from fifty to seventy-five shots. After 
Castleberry was shot, and whilein a stooping 
position he emptied his revolver at Johnson, 
who was retreating and firing all the while. 
By this time the few white men present, real- 
izing the situation, began to pursue the negro, 
who was now trying to escape, running west- 
ward toward the pond in the rear of the resi- 
dence of J. J. Twitty. The 
FIRING AGAIN OPENED 
on both sides, and after Johnson’s pistol was 
emptied he was caught near Twitty’s barn. 
was brought back up _ town, -and 
when on the way to the guard 
house, just opposite the side door of 
Reeves & Reed’s drug store, another shot was 
fired by some unknown person, which brought 
him to the ground. The excitement ran high 
for a while, but very soon after all the shoot- 
ing was over, the fact that the wounded 
needed attention, coupled] with an indisposi- 
tion on the part of the negroes to renew the 
disturbance, quieted things a littie. Castle- 
berry was moved to the drug store, and he and 
the negro received medical attention from Drs. 
Reeves and Reed, Dr. McIntosh,t from Thom- 
asville, being dispatched for. The negro was 
moved about 2 o’clock to the house 
of another negro in town, where 
he now lies with five wounds, the most dan- 
gerous being 
THROUGH THE LEFT LUNG. 

No one seems to know who shot the negro, 
but it is believed that several of Castle- 
berry’s shots struck him. When caught, a 
thirty-eight caliber Smith & Wesson pistol 
and two dirks were taken from him. He 
has been working in Mr. James Raggs’s 
turpentine farm, near Camilla, five or six 
years, and is said to be a peaceable negro 
when sober, but very bad when drunk. The 
doctors say he will probably get well with 
proper attention. Mr. Castleberry was moved 
at eleven o'clock to the city hall, and 
from there to the hotel early this morning. He 
lived about three hours after Dr. McIntosh 
arrived, and 

DIED AT 7:25. 

Ile was a good citizen, and brave man, and 
leaves a wife and four little children, the 
eldest about eight years. During the first 
tiring it is said that a number of the shots were 
fired by negroes from the street in front of the 
store, and towards the store, but they were too 
far off to be recognized. When the first inter- 
mission of firing occurred, a good many ne- 
gzroes were on the streets. 

It is thought by some that 

THERE WAS A CONCERTED PLAN 
on the part of certain negroes to get up a dis- 
turbance to kill Castleberry, as he had bad 
trouble with one recently when arresting him, 
and efforts are now being made to capture cer- 
tain ones supposed to be accessories to last 
night’s crime. The coroner is now helding an 
iuquest. The sheriff is here. No further 
trouble is apprehended at present. For the 
most part the white men present acted with 
commendable coolness and discretion. To-

WHICH WOUND UP THE YEARLY 
CHURCH MEETING. 


Dan Anderson Slain by James J. Sutton, 
Who Was Acting in Selt-Defense—The 
Trouble Which Whisky Wrought. 


Vatposta, Ga., September 8.—[{Special.]— 
The Fiat Creek tragedy is fully described in 
The occasiém was the 
annual gathering of the Flat Creek church. 

Dan Anderson is a resident of the town of 
Willacoochee, in Coffee county, and is well-- 
known as a very quiet, inoffensive young man 
when sober, but very overbearing and trouble- 
some when under the influence of whisky. 
On the evening before the circumstance oc- 
curred, he, in company with John and Dennis 
Paulk, sons of Mr. Henry Paulk, ordinary of 
Coffee county, left home bound for the yearly 
meeting, which was to be held at Flat Creek 
church on the two days following. They 
stopped that night at the residence of Mr. 
Archie Gaskins. Nothing was known of their 
having any whisky along, as al! passed very 
quietly that night, and soon Saturday the 
whole party resumed their trip,and in due 
time arrived at the church. Very soon young 
Anderson | 

BEGAN TO MAKE HIMSELF CONSPICUOUS. 

It was plain to be seen that he was very 
much under the influence of drink, and all 
that his companions could do was to no avail. 
He -did not drink enough to get down, only 
just enough to keep him orazy. More than 
once before noon he had raised a row, and by 
3 o'clock he began to think he was master of 
the situation, and made people stand out of the 
Way at the point of the pistol or knife, and it 
was impossible for the young Paulks to quiet 
him. He was left unmolested only as an cc 
casional one would resent his insults, and he 
would be taken away or quieted in some way. 
Things went on this way until the 
meeting broke and the crowd dis- 
persed. Anderson then, in company with 
Dennis Pauik, took dinner at the residence of 
Mr. DD. J. Luke, living in close proximity to 
the church. Here they met Messrs. Flem and 
James J. Sutton, brothers. both married. 
After dinner was over the party of four Started 
to ride out, Mr. Janes Sutton oceupying the 
buggy and Mr. Anderson and Flem Sutton 
both riding one horse. Whenthey had passed 
the church some two hundred yards, the horse 
carrying double shied and threw Anderson 
and Flem Sutton to the ground. This, 
of course, was an easy matter to dao, 
as all parties were under the _ influ- 
ence of drink. This fall made Anderson 
mad, and he arose, pulled off his coat, 

DREW HIS KNIFE 

and cursed Sutton for pulling him off the horse, 
and began to advance on him while yet down. 
Paulk and James Sutton in the buggy just 
ahead, seeing the fall, stopped, and hearing 
the row, Paulk requested James Sution to get 
out and go back and try to stop therow. This 
he did, and coming near le said: 

‘Dan, don’t jump on Flem.”’ 

Anderson then turned and said, “‘G—dd—n 
you, do you take it up?’’ and began to advance 
on him. James Sutton then threw up a drawn 
pistol and said: 

‘Don’t come on to me! 
at the risk of your life.’’ 

Anderson continued to advance and James 
Sutton shot. Then Anderson said: ‘D—m 
you, try it again,’’ and contintined to advance. 
Sutton again raised his pistol and fired, and 
Anderson said: 

‘Don’t shoot again, I am a dead man.”’ 

The first shot missed its aim; the second 
shot entered the left breast just below the 
heart and penetrated the stomach and lower 
end of the lungs, causing death in about one 
hour. 

Thecoroner’s jury decided that the killing 
was done in self-defense.

THE WHITES AND BLACKS 1N HOS- 
TILE ARRAY. 


A Race Riot Nipped by the Appearance of 
Armed Men From Valdosta—The People 
Greatly Excited. 


Stockton, Ga., September 8.—{Special.]— 
All is quiet in Clinch ,county today, and the 
rioters are dispersed. 

The posse of fourteen men who came here 
from Valdosta last night returned at five 
o’clock this morning. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE DIFFICULTY. 

A drunken negro, staggering along the 
street ran against a man named J. R. Bennett. 
Words may have been passed. At any rate, 
Bennett struck the negro on the shoulders 
with his knife, making a slight flesh wound. 
It was only severe enough to make the negro 
mad, and 

BROUGHT BLOOD ENOUGH 
to make the other negros want more. 
was driven into W. §S. Fender’s store, and 
Several men stood guard at the door. Tho 
crowd of negroes grew larger, drunker and 
madder, and they demanded Bennett. Bennett 
was scared. He went up a ladder into the attic 
and?pulled the hole upafter him (or, rather, the 
ladder.) The negroes were told he was 

NOT IN THE STORE, 

but they said they knew better, and would 
have him or burn the store. There were only 
about a dozen white men here, and they tele- 
graphed to Valdosta, nineteen miles away, for 
seventy-five armed men. The call created 
intense excitement in Valdosta, Volunteers 
began to come from all quarters, It was re- 
ported that the military company was called 
for, and Captain J. O. Varnadoe issued an 
order for the company to assemble ai the 
armory in fatigue uniform, ready to come, and 
a telegram was sent Governor Gordon by Dep- 
uty Sheriff Varn, asking for orders. The 
p. Mm. passenger train for Savannah was 
stopped and held in Valdosta for 
nearly an hour. The Valdosta Videttes 
were drawn up with about thirty men in line, 
with . :

EIGHT ROUNDS OF AMMUNITION 
distributed, but nothing was heard from the 
authorities. The train pulled out, and the 
company disbanded with instructions to hold 
themselves in readiness to go in a moment’s 
notice.

FACTIONS WATCHING EACH OTHER, 
and mouse _ fashion. The whites 
were scared, the negroes mad. 
The sight of a dozen Winchesters 
had a soothing effect, and the negroes, on be-

THE TOILERS AROQUSE. 


THE WORK OF THE ALLIANCE IN 
MISSISSIPI I, 


- 

The Most Compact Organization in the 

Union—The Sugar Planters of Louisiana 
—Notes From Texas. 


JACKSON, Miss., September 8.—[{Special.]z 
The state convention of the Farmers Afliange 
of Mississippi, which was in session here four 
days, has finished its work and adjourned. This 
was their third annual mecting and was a very 
representative body of the agriculturists of 
the state. It was a delegate convention, each 
county being allowed one delegate. Of the 
seventy-four counties of the state sixty-eight 
have alliance organizations, and of these sixty- 
three were represented by delegates in the 
convention just adjourned. 

MUCH IMPORTANT WORK 
was done, and accomplished too in a business- 
like way. The reportof the executive com- 
mittee showed the organization to be in a goed 
financial condition. There are 1,345 subordin- 
ate alliances, with a total membefship of 
nearly sixty thousand, about fifteen theus- 
and ladies are ineluded in this 
membership. After athorouch discussson of 
the subject of organic union with the Argicul- 
tural Wheel,and other farmers’ oganizations of 
the union, the question of consolidation was 
unanimously carried, and delegates appointed 
to the national convention to meet in St.Lonts 
in December next. The subject of the state 
exchange came up and was much discussed. 
Up to this time the exchange 
at Winona was really a pri- 
vate corporation operating undera charter of 
its own: and while, of course, 1t was composed 
of alliance people, and was fostered by and 
run under the auspices of the state alliance, 
still it might be considered an independent 
corporation. The convention decided tochange 
this, and the present charter is annulled anda 
new one applied tor, and hereafter the ex- 
change will be ofticered and run by men 
DESIGNATED BY THE ALLIANCE. 

It is a stock company, but of course only 
members of the order can obtain stock. It is 
believed that under this plan the exchango 
will prove successful and be the means of se- 
curing to the alliance people goods at as near 
cost prices as possible. B.G: West, a promi- 
nent plantef of Holmes county, 1s elected state 
business agent. The exchange will be located 
at Winona, a thriving town near the center of 
the state. In many counties there are alliance 
stores or exchanges run by or under the au- 
spices of the local organizations. As to theie 
success your correspondent is not able tospeak 
authoritatively, but is inclined to the opinion 
that they have at least been the means of en- 
abling farmers to get goods cheaper than be- 
fore their establishment. 

THE BAGGING QUESTION 
has been the big uuestion with the organiza- 
tion. Various efforts and plans have been 
suggested and failed. 

But the state alliance, at its recent session, 
purchased a brick building located at Canton, 
and originally designed for a cotton mill, and 
expect to commence the manufacture of cotten 
bagging as soon as practicable. The building 
is 200 feet long, 00 feet wide, two stories high 
and is now equipped with a 75 horse power 
cngine and other.necessary appliances to run 
the machinery to make the bagging. The or- 
ganization has an organ, The New Farmer, 
published at Wirona, which is understood te 
be in a prosperous condition. Theconvention, 
before it adjourned, adopted stroug resoiu- 
tions denouncing “‘trusts’’ of al! descriptions, 
and urging legislation aguinst such conspira- 
eies to oppress the people. 

A NEW STATE CONSTITUTION 
was also strongly urged and a committee ape 
pointed to press the calling of the same upon 
the next legislature. 

A great many of the most prominent men in 
the state belong to the alliance. Inthe re- 
cent convention as delegates, were men of all 
shades of political opinion, those, however, of 
democratic proclivities predominating in about 
the ratiothat the party predominates tn Atis- 
Sissippi. The new president of the state or- 
ganization, Robert C. Patty, of Noxubee coun- 
ty, is the chairman of the state executive com- 
mittee. Prominent among the delegates wore 
Hon. Ethel Barksdale, General A. M. Woeast, 
the candidate for vice-president on the greeu- 
back ticket with Weaver; Hon. Frank Burk- 
ett, of Chickasaw; General S. D. Lee, presi- 
dent of the agricultural and mechanica! col- 
lege; ex-Chief Justice Simrall, ex-Congress- 
man Morphis and many others. 

W. W. Stone, state auditor, George M. 
Govan, secretary of state, and W. L. Hem- 
ingrody, state treasurer, are members of the 
alliance. The alliance, as to being a non- 
ffolitical organization, except in a few locali- 
ties, has 

KEPT PRETTY WELL IN. LINE 
with its declaration on that point. Its opin- 
ions, being considered the opinions of the great 
body of the agriculturists of the state, doubt- 
less does much towards shaping the policy of 
the politicians, but there is now, apperene: 
no danger of the organization disturbing party 
hartnony and imperiling white supremacy in 
the state. While the alliance has, to a great 
extent, taken the place of the grange, that or- 
ganization still exists, and in some localities 
thrives. The great labor and good work done 
by its leadegin this state, Hou. Put. Darden, 
will live after him for years to come. 

The Patrons’ Union encampment in Newton 
county, where the grangers of a dozen east 
Mississippi counties have met and camped for 
a week or more annually for fifteen years, is 
one of the finest institutions of the state, 
situated in the pine woods with elegant 
grounds, nice houses, lotels and abundant 
room for caring for cattle and agricultural 
products for exhibitions. It has yearly

and inportance and until now thousands of 
farmers and their families repair there after 
finishing work each summer and discuss im - 
proved methods, etc. It has been a great 
educator and accomplished a world of good 
and still grows and rolls onward in its good 
work the good affect of the co-operation among 
the farn:ers which has at ieast brought them 
intoa discussion with each other,is already very 
marked inthe diversity of crops, ete. The 
cattle and grass interests of Mississippi is foure 
foid greater than ten years ago.

There issomuch in common between the 
farmers of Mississippi and Louisiana that the 
record of the one furnishes a fair index of the 
record of the other. The farmers in that state 
are fully aroused to the importance of united 
action in order to meet the trusts and com- 
bines which are shackling the industries of the 
country. They are, however, acting conserv - 
atively, and are moving under leadership 
which makes a mistake weil nigh impossible. 
There is a large interest in Louisiana, not 
found in other states—the sugar planters— 
who have grievances quite peculiar to them- 
selves. Harmony of action has been assured, 
aud Louisiana will be found in the procession.

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The Iron Fields of North Georgia. 

We have before us a pamphlet entitled 
**A Report on the Iron Fields of Dahlonega, 
Ga., by C. M. Dobson, Mining Engineer.”’ 
It might have been better entitled ‘‘A Re- 
port on the Mining Regions of Lumpkin 
County,’’ but its contents are so interesting 
that we do not care to criticise the title. 

In 1849, during the gold excitement in the 
northeast portions of Georgia, there was 
known tothe gold miners of those days a 
field which was called the “black belt.’ 
This belt ran almost parallel with the gold 
belt, and whenever the two ran in proxim- 
ity, the gold belt became poor and not 
workable with any degree of prefit. Asa 
result, the so-called ‘‘black belt’’ was 
avoided by the miners, and neither gold 
miners nor engineering experts ever pros- 
pected within its limits. 

It was thought by some tocontain copper, 
but as there was acraze for gold-mining, no 
experiments were made and rothing was 
done. There were many stories afloat to 
the effect that the farmers had found stuff 
which would pick up nails and needles. As 
a matter of fact, the farmers had found 
* magnetic ore, but they had no means of 
knowing the value of their discovery. 
From time to time Colonel Price, who is 
well known in this section of. Georgia, 
bought up lots of land in the vicinity of the 
iron belt, until, according to Mr. Dobson, 
he owned a great anajority of the land lying 
in the iron fields. 

In 1879, Colonel Price, at his own ex- 
pense, began to build a narrow gauge road 
from Dahlonega to Gainesville. He graded 
the line for sixteen miles of the twenty-five, 
built bridges and laid four miles of iron. 
The railway has remained in this condition 
ever since, and has therefore never been 
completed, but there can be no doubt that 
in this iron field, with all its possibilities, 
there lies a bonanza for any company or any 
combination of capitalists that will take up 
the road and carry it through. 

There is noricher gection of the country 
than Lumpkin county. It is traversed by 
five or more vein systemsofiron. They are 
permanent in their character and exhibit 
continuity for a distance of twenty miles 
and a depth of two hundred feet. The out- 
crop of iron, so faras Mr. Dobson has ex- 
amined it, is highly magnetic and contains 
great polarity, being a magnet of itself. 
This is the general characteristic of the 
lode. 

If this black belt, or fron ffeld, had rail- 
road connections with Birmingham, Mr. 
Dobson estimates that there would be a net 
profit of three hundred and twenty-two dol- 
Jarson every hundred tons of ore mined. 
On this basis, there would be a profit of 
eight thousand three hundred and seventy- 
two dollars per month of twenty-six work- 
ing days. 

We have alluded to this pamphlet and the 
facts it sets forth, in order toshow how rich 
in iron this section of the state is. There 
is a vast deposit of mineral wealth in the 
morthern and northeastern portions of our 
state that only needs developing to bring 
out the great riches of that section. It is in 
this direction and for this purpose that THE 
CONSTITUTION endeavors to kgep before the 
people the great possibilities that lie hidden 
in the soi] of Georgia. 


The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly review of the cotton market, 
gays that for the week ending last Friday 
evening the total] receipts have reached 57,- 
452 bales, against 27,709 bales last week and 
6,532 bales the previous week; making the 
total receipts since the 1st of September, 
1889, 51,624 bales, against 39,164 bales for 
the same period of 1888, showing an _ in- 
crease since September 1, 1889, of 12,460 
bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
28,229 bales, of which 25,289 were to Great 
Britain, 1,305 to France and 1,645 to the 
rest of the continent. The total sales for 
forward delivery for the week are 202,900 
bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up 14,745 bales, including 11,892 
for export and 2,823 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports. have 
been 8,000 bales. There is an increase in 
the cotton in sight of 14,180 bales, as com- 
pared with the same date of 1888, a decrease 
of 344,388 bales as compared with the corre- 
sponding date of 1887 and a decrease of 
242,923 bales as compared with 1886, 

The old interior stocks have increased 
during the week 4,487 bales, and are 3,282 
bales less than at the same period last year. 
The receiptsat the same towns have been 
6,990 bales more than the same week last 
year, and since September 1 the receipts at 
all the towns are 11,581 bales more than 
for the same time in 1888, 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1889, are 56,947 bales; 
in 1888 were 41,837 bales; in 1887 were 
111,880 bales. Although the receipts at 
the outports the past week were 57,452 
bales, the actual movement from planta- 
tions was 66,492 bales, the balance going to 
increase the stocks at the interior towns. 
Last year the receipts from the plantations 
for the same week were 41,837 bales and for 
1887 they were 96,398 bales, 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
was quite dull, with an uncertain tone, for 
the first half of the week under review. 
The increased movement of the crop, and 
the favorable reports of the prospects fora 
large yield, made the bulls cautious, while 
the “‘corner’’ at Liverpool in early options, 
together with the genera] strength of that 
market, caused the bears to act charily in 
putting out contracts for a decline,

Another Chance for Boulanger. 

In twelve days the general election of a 
new chamber of deputies will take place in 
France. 

Contrary to the opinions heretofore ex- 
pressed, Boulanger still has a fighting 
chance. The workingmen in Belleville and 
Montmartre have made imposing demon- 
strations in favor of Boulangist eandidates, 
and it begins to be evident that the general 
has not lost his grip on the socialists. The 
French people care very litt¥: about a charge 
of treason. Many of their popular idols 
have been convicted of treasonable designs, 
and at a later date rose to power. Nor do 
the people take much stock in the charge 
that the general misappropriated funds, be- 
cause they firmly believe that most of their 
public men have been guilty of the same 
thing. 

In the coming elections the opportunists 
and the radicals will oppose Boulanger, but 
itis thought that they cannot unite upon 
candidates. The conservatives and the 
socialists will make a strong pull to elect 
Boulangist caodidates, and if they succeed 
in seating a majority of deputies it is possi- 
ble that Boulanger will return to France 
‘and receive an ovation. 

Under such circumstances the sentence of 
the senatorial court would never be exe- 
cuted and the illustrious exile upon his re- 
turn would become a greater power in the 
republic than before. In less than two 
wecks the matter will be decided, 


England’s Coming Revolution. 

When many of the London dock compa- 
nies yielded, the other day, to the demands 
of their striking laborers, they made a vir- 
tue of necessity. : 

By this action the employers have not 
bound their workmen to them bya single 
tie of gratitude. The most ignorant dock- 
man in the crowd knows very well that the 
companies gave in because they could not 
help themselves. The strikers saw cardi- 
nals, bisheps and lords pleading in their be- 
half, and they knew that fear, and not good 


feeling, prompted the kindly offices of these | 


dignitaries. 

Throughout all England today the masses 
are convinced that they have won a signal 
victory over the capitalists, and in point of 
fact over the ruling classes, because the lat- 


ter have not dared to use force to put down » 


the 100,000 dockmen who paraded the 
streets of the capital and paralyzed the 
traffic of the world’s greatest mart. What 
will be the effect of all this? It will be 
recollected that Agitator Burns said that 
the demands of the strikers were not final. 
In the light of these threatening words it is 
easy to forecast the future. The toilers of 
England will not be satisfied with a partial 
success. They will atonce begin to scheme 
for a bigger victory over the capitalists. 
Politicians will league with them, newspa- 
pers will champion their cause, and in a 
few months or a few years the long expected 
social and political revolution will be in 
full blast. 

The march of the English common 
people towards democracy cannot now be 
stopped. The forms of.a constitutional 
monarchy may exist indefinitely, but here- 
after the commons will overshadow the 
throne and the lords, and in all essential 
things England wil] be as much of a repub- 
lic as the United States. 

British royalty and nobility have not fur- 
gotten the lessons of the French revolution. 
They willrun no dangerous risks, Step by 
step they will retreat before the popular 
wave, and gracefully submit to the reign of 
the common people. These predictions are 
not from an American standpoint alone. 
They are in the mouths of English peers, 
capitalists and statesmen. They are in the 
air, and leading thinkers and writers on the 
other side of the water do not hesitate to put 
them in words and openly discuss them. 
The near future will witness great events 
aud tremendous changes. 


One of the Furies. 

It is now suggested that Sarah Althea 
Terry, the widow of the late Judge Terry, is 
nsane. 

Mrs. Terry’s conduct for years has been 
not only unwomanly, but violent in the ex- 
treme. She assaulted Justice Field and Jndge 
Sawyer. She carrieda pistol and made 
murderous threats. She drove her husband 
to his death. From first to last she has dis- 
played a temper so stormy and uncontrol- 
able that her friends and foes have been un- 
able to account for it.

force that sort of recognition on others. Itis quite 
time that the southern whites made up their minds 
that the colored man is a citizen, and that wherever 
he is not fit for citizenship we are going to make 
him fit for citizenship. It is quite time that the 
south realized the unalterable law of reaction, and 
understood that as longas the white people main- 
tain race prejudice against the colored people and 
bring up their young to feel it from the cradle, so 
long will that prejudice kindle a responsive preju- 
dice in the breasts of the colored people. It is 
quite time that they recognized the obligation that 
rests on the supericr race to take the lead and to 
guide the inferior race gently away from the 
domain of ignorance and prejudice to that of intel- 
ligence and contidence and kindness. It is quite 
time that the boasted friendship of the southern 
whites to their colored neighbors was based on 
something else than the proviso that its recipients 
shall not vote, and quite time that the former wel- 
comed kindness that recognizes the latter as rightful 
yoters and aims to fit them to exercise that right. 


From beginning to end this is the veriest 
political bosh. It is also hypocritical bosh. 
It has been demonstrated hundreds of times 
that the citizenship the negro enjoys at the 
north is a farce anda fraud. Of what avail 
is the right of suffrage if the man who 
enjoys itis crowded out of all the trades 
and out of every business where he may 
make decent livelihood? 

The Press says thatthe ‘‘let-alone policy’’ 
advocated by the decent republicans has 
been tried for twelve years and ‘‘has been 
found wanting.’? Found wanting in what? 
Are not the negroes in Georgia (for in- 
stance) in as good condition and as pros- 
perous as the class known as “‘help’’ in 
New England? They are not crowded out 
of any trade or business; they work side by 
side with the white people and in perfect 
harmony with them, Is not this more 
important to the negroes than politics? 

What the Press calls ‘‘race haired’ has 
no existenae at the south. All the hatred 
that exists has been produced by outside 
pressure—by the foolish and unwarrantable 
interference of just such men as the editor 
of the Press—men who are profoundly igno- 
rant of the situation here, and who persist 
in giving political color to every incident 
or episode that happens in the south. 

At the north there is race hatred of the 
most violent sort, and it would bea great 
deal worse if the white people of that sec- 
tion were compelled to confront an array of 
voters careless of citizenship and bent only 
on being in opposition. 

There is race prejudice at the south, and 
it is shared by both whites and blacks. 
When it flares out into something worse, 
the fact is evidence that that same northern 
missionary has been at work bringing an 


outside and alien pressure to bear on a { 


question that is not only simple, but non- 
political in its nature and essence. 

Nevertheless, the ignorant and careless 
northern editors will continue to deal with 
the matter as they have been dealing with 
it for twenty years, and the profligate repub- 
lican politician will continue to inflame the 
minds of the negroes.

READS LIKE A ROMANCE.

Eventfal Career of Captain Duverge, the 
French Adventurer. 

New York, September 8.—The French ad- 
vyenturer who has assumed the name of Cap- 
tain Duverge, and was recently sentenced to 
ten years’ imprisonment for the fatal shooting 
of Mr. Stanwood, the American consul at 
Andakabe, Madagascar, is now en-route for 
this country to serve his term in .a federal 
penitentiary. Be 

The truth is now known about him. His 
real name is Louis de Ratier Duverge, and he 
has the right to a count’s crown at the top of 
his coat of arms. He belongs to one of the 
most ancient and distinguished families in 
France; is a scholar, if nota gentleman, but 
was always more or less under the 
sway of an adventurous spirit, which 
finally brought him where he now is. 
His life has been a continuous romance. When 
the French became entangled in a war with 
the Madagascar Hovas he deliberately took 
service under the English Admiral Digby 
Willoughby, and fought against his own coun- 
trymen and was soon made a colonel. As soon 
as the French had established their protector- 
ate over the island, he wrote a book about it 
which made a momentary sensation, and 
boldly re-entered France, living for a while at 
Bordeaux. 

Ratier Duverge was a brilliant talker, an 
unscrupulous schemer, and always appeared 
in society with his breast covered with foreign 
orders. He had even the audacity of wearing 
the red ribbon, to which he never had any 
right. His dupes, of course, were legion, aud 
he succeeded in winning the heart of a beauti 
ful Bordelaise, twenty five years his junior, 
although he was already a married man, a fact 
which he confidently disclosed to the legal 
witnesseof his marriage as soon as the cere- 
mony was over. 

From Bordeaux he started for Boston to or 
ganize the expedition of the schooner Le Soli- 
taire. In the beginning of 1888 he sailed from 
Boston with his young wife, a baby, and one 
of his brothers-in-law, a young man fifteen 
years of age. He had also with him a crew of 
thirteen men, guns and cannon, and pub- 
licly asserted that he was going in quest of 
gold mines on the most “deserted coast 
of Madagascar. Mrs. Duverge was delivered 
of a child at sea, and on landing for a while at 
Sierra Leone, the adventurer fairly deluged 
the town with beautifully engraved cards. 
This second child died when the schooner ar- 
rived. at Andakabe, where Duverge and his 
young brother-in-law were wounded 
during the riot in which United 
States Consul Stanwood was __ killed 
while trying to carry on an _ inquest 
about the conduct of the Solitaire’s crew, 
who were pillaging the Madagascar villagers. 

Great pity is manifested, not for the rascally 
Duverge, but for his brother-in-law, his son, 
and especially his youag wife, who are now 
left alone in Madagascar. The latter had long 
refused to accompany himin his expedition, 
but he had tinally succeeded in taking her 
away with him by promising her ahigh situa- 
tion at the Malegache court. He had even 
bought for her a magnificent red dress for her 
formal presentation to Queen Ranavalo. 


THE IOWA KNIGHTS, 


The New Ritual Causing Trouble to the Com. 
mandery. 

WASHINGTON, September 8.—The contro- 
versy between Grand Commander Koome and 
the grand commandery of the state of Iowa, 
over the adoption of the new ritual, is one of 
the most important questions that will come 
before the approaching triennial conclave for 
action. The Iowa commandery declined to 
follow Grand Commander RKoome’s order for 
the adoption of thenew ritualon the ground 
that it was beyond his power to issue such an 
order. Thereupon the grand commander de- 
clared the Iowa knights in a state of disloyalty 
and rebellion, and interdicting all Templar in- 
tercourse with them by the knights of other 
states. The Iowa knights have 
arrangements to attend the 
conclave next month, the grand 
recorder writing that from 500 to 800 would be

A THRILLING INCIDENT. 


A Boy Hangs From a Balloon 1,000 Feet 
in Air. 


PoRTLAND, Ore., September 8.—A very ex- 
citing and thrilling incident occurred here this 
evening. Professor P. H. Redmond, aeronaut, 
was to make an ascension this evening in a 
hot air balloon. Just as the large air ship 
sailed away skyward, a lad aged 
twelve years, named Eddie Hill, 
became entangled in the ropes 
attached to the trapeze. His neck was caught 
in a half noose and the boy could not extri- 
cate himself. He clung desperately to the 
ropes with both hands, and by winding them 
around both arms managed to save himself 
from falling and from choking to death. The 
balloon rose over 1,000 feet and drifted several 
miles away to the southeast, finally coming 
down light as a feather, landing the lad with- 
out a scratch.

MoRGANTOWN, W. Va,, September 8.—A 
terrible explosion of fire-damp occurred in the 
Uftington coal mine, near this place, this 
morning, resulting in the death of John Kin- 
sey and William Kirby, and the fatal burning 
of John Kirk, while other miners were more 
or less seriously hurt. The men went into the 
mine to begin the work of putting it in order, 
and when they lighted their lamps the explo- 
sion followed. They were blown a consider- 
able distance and were covered by fiying 
debris. Their clothing was almost entirely 
torn and burned from their bodies.

MRS. VANDERBILT’S KITCHEN. 


A Palatial Apartment for the Skillets, Broil- 
ers and Stew- Pans. 
From the New York World. 

Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt has no ball-room 
in her ivy-covered city house, but she has a kiichen 
where her chops are broiled and her muffins toasted 
that is big and beautiful enough fora king’s coro- 
nation. The room isin the basement at the rear of 
the house; it fronts on Fifty-seventh sheet and 
might command for the purse-proud chef a view of 
the velvet-like turfinclosing the estate of ex-Sec- 
retary Whitney but for the crystal slats that shelve 
the windows to keep out the gaze of hungry and 
curious passers-by. 

Entrance to this fire-proof king of kitchens is 
from a broad hall tiled in red and finished in hard- 
wood. Bricks of terra-cotta and mosaic tile the 
floor, the walls are made of gleaming white Eng- 
lish porcelain with a border of underglazed custard 
tiles and overhead is an arching roof, after the 
Moorish, done in terra-cotta. There is not a parti- 
cle of woodwork about the place but the door and 
window-sashes, and these, as well as the dresser, in 
which the platters and center dishes are kept, are 
cherry, polished to look like o!d mahogany. 

In one corner is the range, every inch as jarge as 
the locomotive that carries Mr. Vanderbilt's private 
car, and equipped with the latest and most ap- 
proved appliances known to science. Four fires 
can be made for the boiling alone, each having in- 
dividual ovens for baking und heating, and besides 
these there is a broiler the size «f an ordinary board- 
ing-house range. All the trimmings are nickel- 
plate, and the yolish on the entire machinery is 
what a mechanical artist would call trp- top. 

Convenient tothe range is a steel panier with 
runnsng hooks, where the skilled spiders, boilers, 
stewpans and other cooking utensils hang. Allare 
cepper, not copper-botiom alone, but copper 
throughout, and every one shines. Then there are 
the copper boilers that supply tbe hot water for the 
baths, and an air-tight copper crematory in which 
the waste is consumed, 

The tables on which the kitchen maid prepares 
the vegetables, game and pouitry for his lordship, 
the chef, are almost as large as billiard- boards, and 
the marble tops are thick enough to chop wood on 
without damage. The small tables are fitted with 
cherry planks, and when the cook has a dough or 
putt paste requiring @ somewhat warmer surface 
than the bard marble. the wood tops are 
appiled. Cook has a nice little 
cherry desk, with cut glass and 
furniture, where he keeps his accounts, works out 
his gastronomic problems with 
scales, and fllesaway the recipes borrowed from 
the writings of local and foreignepicureans. Then. 
too, he carries on an extensive correspondence with 
cooks as famous as he himself, and swops sauces, 
salads, side dishes and the like with men who rule 
the stomachs of crowned heads, ciub men and 
church dignitaries of both continents. 

Near the nall door on a carved pedestal is a bow! 
chiselled out of a solid block of marble, perhaps a 
footand a half square, Toall appearances it is a 
baptismal fount. only a trifle nearer the tioor than 
that article isasa generalihing. Guess whatit is. 
A morticein which the chef pulverizes the sugar, 
chocolate, pistache and nuts for the children’s 
candy. Any child can have shop candy, but the 
Vanderbilt boys end girls are fed on bonsbons, 
ginces and fruit crystals that only a French chef 
can devise. 

No dishes are washed in this aristocratic kitchen, 
and so nice is the management and so complete are 
the improvements that notso much as a pound olf 
garbage ora pint of dregs has to be disposed of, 
Material in the shape of supplies is carried in, but 
nothing gocs out of the kitchen, not even the simeil 
of covking—excepting, of course, the viands that 
the scullery-maid railroads tothe butler’s pantry. 

Instead of the ordinary sink, there is in the corner 
opposite the range a water-box built exactly likea 
bathtub, with hot and cold water faucets, and 
a shower for washing lettuce, cresses, cclery, mint 
andthe like. Buried in the wall like so many 
vaults are the closets—one filled with dippers, 
colanders, strainers, sieves, spoons, hooks, ladles, 
pancake shove'is, prints, moulds and measures; 
another stocked with pottery for mixing cakes 
beating eggs and the like, and a third filled from 
flocr to ceiling with bronze caddies labelled coflee, 
tea and sugars, spices, cereals and powders in 
variety. 

So much for the kitchen ofa millionaire. 

On the opposite side of the hailis the scullerr—a 
Parrow but very deep room, finished in hard wood, 
tiled with red brick and sprerd with a heavy rug, 
A large marble-top table {ills one end, between 
which and the dumb-waiter the scullezy maid bas 
the right-of-way. About the room are leather- 


covered chairs where tho servants visit between | 


meal times. 

When the chef has cooked a dish it is passed into 
the scullery, where the maid receives it, puts it un- 
dera cover oracozie to keepit warm and,sends it 
up to the butler, who trausters it to a chinw. crystal 
or silver plate and serves it to his master. ‘The chef 
isa lordly fellow, with a Napoieouie look, fine 
shoulders, a Keen nose and very white -hhands, 
which are kept in order by a manicure and the 
most delicate of soaps. He goes about in a cap, 
apron and short jacket made of pure linen every 
whit as white as the omelette souffle for which he is 
so famous, So thoroughly docs 
ed in the odd six vears that he has bad charge of 
the Dives’s kitchen. He jis said to be the terror ot 
supply agents. and if butcher, fruiterer, gardener, 
poultry man and grocer made the mistake of serv% 
inghimanounce of marketing that had lostits 
bloom; unlessit was a cheese, his lordship would 
not lower the dignity of his profession by getting 
roiled as a low-down dish-crack might. Instead 
he would quietiv send the spurious article to the 
ice-house, ring for a district messengerand pen a 
polite request that the dealer remove from Mr, 
Vanderbilt's premises, with convenient +peed, his 
property. and that would end further transactions. 

This urbane chef is a wonder as a meat cook. 
They say that with the magic of his art and the 
even tenor of the broiling furnace he could take a 
brace of cooper chips and a lump of butter, and 
baste, dress and trim a dish that an epicurean 
would declare to be the finest tenderloin that he 
ever set a tooth in. Then, too, he understands 
dietary cooking, and he has <= to be told that 
madame is indisposed to know what she wants for 
breakfast, lunch and dinner. 

All he does is to cook. Nothing but a whim could 
induce him to trim a roast, singe a bird, take the 
jacket fromanew potato or the rosette from a 
strawberry, and he has never washed a dish nor 
scraped a pan since he wastwenty, and now he'sa 
disgruntled bachelor of forty-two. The kitchen- 
maid dances attendance on him, the engineer 
comes at his beck and call, there is a choreman to 
de odd jobs about the range and carving table, and 
asmal}l boy torun errands, carry notes and hunt 
for the tender greens that grow in country places 
and odd corners of rosebeds. Then, too, the scul- 
lery maid does him reverence, and even the head 
butler is subject to his dominion. 

Very few art students in New York have as artis- 
tic a gallery to work in as the laundress and maids 
who polish the Limerick shirt bosoms of the master 
and dite out the thread-lace ruffles of the mistress 
ot this palatial home. Like the stately kitchen, 
tte laundry is tiled and roofed with terra-coita, 
admirably lighted and ventilated and looks over a 

rassy Not 30x36 feet that extends to 

‘ifty-eighth street, between walis of Japan- 
ese ivy and creeping plants. The upper 
section of the wail is done in old English 
blue tiles that would be t:.e glory of a banquet-hall 
and the wainscotting is white marble, mottled with 
gympsum. Everything is stationary that belongs 
in this department but the clothes-horses. There 
are eight or ten marble tubs as white as a crypt and 
almost as large, on each of which a brass wringer Is 
attached. Grooves are marked offinto which the 
wash boards fit, there are pockets cut in the marble 
for the soap, and the faucets are pirated with brass 
and polished like the altar plate. 

The clother-boiler is built in the wall opposite the 
tubs, It ison alevel with the floor, thus doing 
away with the dread every laundress has of scald~ 
iug her a’ms in transferring the boiling tlothes 
fromthe kettle tothetub. There are hot and cold 
water faucets in the capacious kettle, and by means 
of a damper the heat cam be turned off while the 
maid is removing the clothes. Nota drop of water 
has to be lifted or carried, and the fact that the floor 
is covered with a big Smyrna rug is argument suf- 
ficient of the neat way in which a family washing 
can be despatched. 

The old ladies andstaid housewives who persist 
in the beliet that it is impossible to get clothes 
white without the bleaching Influence of the sun- 
light may be interested to know that the odd 500 

ieces constituting the Vanderbilt wash are never 
ee out to blow dry. Instead of that they are 
‘boiledjin repeated waters, put through the old: 
fashioned bluing processes and wheeled into the 
drying- room, which is located between the kitchen 
and the laundry, and has a greater width than 
many of the $30,000 stone fronts § along 
the cross streets of town. This 
hot-air room is considerably more torrid 
than the perspiring cioset of a bathing estab 
lishment, and it doesn’t take more than a jiffy* 
when the full heat ison, to dry the heaviest bed 
linen. While tiles make up the walis, the steam 
coils are aproned with white metal that refiects 
the heat, and the fine cable cords on which the 
clothes are hung have varying altitudes, the lowest 
for handkerchiefs, collars and such smali pieces, 

With all these conveniences it takes three laun- 
dresses the entire week to keep the household in 
clean linen. Forthree daysthey do nothing but 
wash clothes and the ironing consumes the rest of 
the time.

SHARKS FIGHT: 


A DESPERATE ENCOUNTER, 


Rev. Edward Ransford Tells of the Combat 
Between Two Maneaters—John L. Sulli< 
yan and Jake Kilrain in Fish Disguise.

Rev. Ed Randsford told a Times reporter 
yesterday the following story of a combat be- 
tween two sharks:

He was hired 
by Fitzpatriok to go to Mexico under a prom- 
isé of $35 wagesa month for six hours work 
daily. Extra time was to be charged for at 50 
cents an hour, 

Hachmuth, when heard from, was at 
Golden, Texas, and says in his Jetter: ‘‘Fitz- 
patrick told me that board in Mexico was only 
$5 a week and that my employer would pay 
my way back to New York if I remained with 
him ayear. Isigned my name on a plain 
piece of paper at the request of Fitzpatrick. 
‘It is for the information of the transport com- 
pany,’ he said.’’ 

Things looked very different when young 
Hachmuth reached Progresso, Mexico. He 
had to work eleven hours a day, to pay twice 
as much for board as Fitzpatrick saidit would 
cost him and ie received on!y twenty-cents an 
hour for overtime. <A strike was inaugurated, 
but Hachmuth’s employers sent for fifty sol- 
diers, who soadnatel the strikers to the prison 
in Merida. They remained there without food or 
water for two days. When they agreed to re- 
turn to work they were shown a paper signed 
by themselves, which proved tobe a contract 
binding the men to their employers for one 
year, and making them subject to imprison- 
ment in case they should retuse work. ‘‘This 
paper was the same I signed in New York for 
the information of the transportation company. 
The contract was written on it after the signa- 
tures were procured,’’ said Hachmuth, in his 
letter, 

After three weeks of slavery Hachmuth and 
eleven comrades escaped from Progressoin the 
night and made their way on foot through the 
wilderness. They were hotly pursued and had 
a regular battle with the soldier posse sent 
after them, but they finally reached Texas in 
safety. 

Hachmuth starts for New York on Saturday 
and will prosecute Fitzpatrick, who is already 
under bail awaiting trial for a similar offense. 
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WILL GO TO THE LAND OF PROMISE. 


North Carolina Negroes for the Mississippi 
Delta. 

RALEIGH, N. C., September 8.—[{Special. |—- 
Geo. W. Price, president of the State Colored 
Emigration association, has had a commission 
by the state emigration convention to go west 
and southwest to examine the country, with a 
view to advising the colored people of the 
state with regard to the propriety of emigrat-— 
ing this fall. The commission visited the 
delta region of Mississippi and inspected the 
lands in Arkansas. It was most favorably 
impressed, and will recommend a gradual 
movement of colored people, especially to the 
Mississippi delta. The commission says that 
at least 50,000 blacks will be removed from 
North Carolina this fall and winter, but that 
the movement will not amount to anything 
like awildrush. It will be gradual, as the 
plan is tosecure employment and homes for 
every one before they leave here. Five thous- 
and will ieave Wilmington during the fall. 
The exodus is to begin about September 18. 
Many colored people in Wilmington are al- 
ready selling their effects preparatory to emi 
grating. It is understood that the railroads in 
North Carolina decline to give the emigrants 
reduced rates, as it isnot their policy to en- 
courage the exodus in any way. The report of 
the commission giving full information of its 
investigation, and embodying its recommenda- 
tion, will soon be issued in pamphlet form.

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WALTERS FOUND MURDERED, 


A Groceryman at Sewell’s Point Beaten to 
Death. 


BALTIMORE, Md., September 8.—A Sun 
Norfolk, Va., special says: ‘'C. S. Walters, 
who kept a grocery store at Sewell’s Point, 
was found murdered in his bedroom this 
morning. It is supposed that about 3 o’clock 
this morning parties called at the store and 
woke up Mr. Walters, and as he opened the 
door struck him senseless withaclub. He 
was then beaten to death, the broken skull 
and mangled face plainly showing the manner 
of his death. The murderers then robbed the 
store of $180 anda lot of merchandise, after 
which the body of Waltert was place be- 
tween two cotton mattresses, which wife set 
on fire. The fire burned slowly, and when the 
body was found by members of the family one 
arm and a portion of the face was burned off.

A Wife’s Fidelity Seems to be at Stake.

~ NOBODY AT FAULT. 


THE INQUEST ON THE REMAINS OF 
| LEGTLE FRANK HOLLAND, 


After Examining a Number of Witnesses the 
Jury Makes a Verdict Exhonorating the 
Motor Man. 

Yesterday at noon Dr. J. C. Avary, the cor- 
oner of Fulton county; empanelied a jury of 
inquest on the remains of little Frank Hol- 
land who was killed by the electric car Satur- 
day evening. 

Mr. C. K. Maddox was elected foreman and 
Mr, M. M. Folsom secretary. The other’ 
jurors were Mr. M. F. Donley, Mr. J. T. 
Wiley, Mr. W. M. Scott, Mr. H. W. Dozier, 
Mr. T. B. Graves, Mr. L. H. Beck, Mr. J. A. 
Wyly, Mr. J. Muckenhoupt, Mr. L, P. Hamby 
and. Mr. W. G. Poppek. 

Thomas Jefferson, a public drayman, was 
the first witness called. He testified that he 
was driving along Edgewood avenue Saturday 
evening. 

The electric car was coming along at a very 
moderate rate. Three little boys were stand- 
ing beside the track and went running along 
side the car, and he saw one of them run in 
front of the car. 

Witness cried out:: 
killed a boy.”’ 

The engineer put on his brakes and stopped. 
By that time the little boy was dead. The 
other two boys ran off as rapidly as they 
could. 

A crowd was attracted by the accident, and 
when witness approached the body he saw that 
it was terribly mangied. 

The motor man was standing at his post and 
was unable to see the boy because the latter 
was so close tothe car, and was between the 
dray and the car. The motor mancou!d not 
have seen the boy because the latter was so 
close under the front of the car. 

ANOTHER EYE WITNESS. 

John Pratt heard the car making a strange 
noise,and looked around just im time.to see 
the motor man stop the car. | 

He was standing on Ivy street, and did not 
see the Loy at all until after the car passed. 

Emma Wright was next introduced, and 
Saki she was at her windowironing. She saw 
several little boys running along by the side of 
the car, as they are in the habit of doing along 
the line of the road. 

Suddenly she beard the car stop and know- 
ing that it was not in the habit of stopping 
there she rushed to the door. 

She did not sec the boy when the car struck 
him. The body wasa short distance behinvd 
the car when it stopped. 

PRECAUTIONS THAT WERE TAKEN. 

Patrolman E. B. Pelot was put upon the 
stand and swore that the little boys 
had given the police a great deal of 
trouble by running along by the cars. The 
authorities of the road had frequently called 
on the police to keep them off the track. 

Witness had himself frequently caught them 
and threatened to lock them up unless they 
kept away from the line. 

A crowd of little boys are in the daily habit 
of running along trying to outrun the cars, 
either in front or by the side of them, for three 
or four blocks. The motor men frequently 
couiplain of this annoyance. 

Sergeant Thompson was put upon the stand 
and swore that the motor man, Von Brixan, 
had called ou him once before to keep the little 
boys away from the track and from the cars. 

Witness rode outon the car especially to 
see about the matter and noticed little boys 
racing with the car above Calhoun. 

Witness had instructed the ofiticer on that 
beat to do all that he could to keep the boys 
away from the track, and to visit there as often 
as possible for that purpose. 

Patrolman Llarris testified that he had been 
frequentiy called upon to go to Edgewood ave- 
nue to keep children off the track, and he had 
even seen little gir's on the track racing with 
them,

A PASSENGER'S STATEMENT. 

Dr. W. T. Goldsmith, who was a passenger 
on the car, was introduced. : 

He was on the south side of the carard the 
first intimation be had of the tragedy was the 
bumping of the wheels. Looking backward he 
saw the maagled body of the littie boy on the 
track. 

Dr. Goldsmith further stated that he had 
been on the line a good deal and had noticed 
the children running along with the cars and 
acting in @ very dangerous manner. 

The motor men always use every precaution 
in trying to keep from hurting them. ‘The 
continued ringing of the bel!s is an annoyance 
to the passengers. 

The car was not running at any unusual rate 
of speed, and was stopped as soon as_ practica- 
ble. 

Thomas P. Turner, a motor man on the line, 
described the front of the cars as being a little 
ionger than an ordinary street car, and the 
dashboard is higher. There isa pilot under- 
neath the car and a fender in front of iron 
piping. 

The fender was what the little boy caught 
hold of when he ren in tront of the car at the 
time of the accident. 

A few days ago witness had a boy arrested 
for threwing stones at the car on 
Edgewood avenue. The boy was summoned 
to appear before Judge Anderson at 3 o’clock. 

Witness appeared, with others who saw the 
rock throwing, but the Boy faiied to appear. 

Recorder Ai:derson, after finding that the 
boy was only eleven vears old, said that it 
would hardly be worth while to fine the boy, 
because the father would have to pay the fine 
and the boy would laugh: at it. 

Boys are in the habit of scraping sand on 
the track to see the sparks tiy, and often put 
rocks on the track. 

Witness had frequetly been compelled to 
drive the boys away from the line, and motor 
men are instructed to run slow along the first 
few blocks, on account of the danger liable to 
result from the habits of these bovs, 

THE MOTOR MAN’S STATEMENT. 

Moter Man Fred Van Brixen, who was run- 
ning thecar, No. 5, when the accident oc- 
curred, testified: 

The first intimation he had of the tragedy 
was when the little boy’s hat tiew up in front of 


| the car. 


When he went back and looked at the body 
he recognized him by his clothing as one that 


| jie had cautioned that he would get hurt, 


He had frequently cautioned the boys along 
the line and warned them of the danger, 

When the litfle boy was killed lie was not 
touched by the wheels, but by the machinery 
and iron frame work underneath. When he 
first stopped the car the boy was dead and his 
body was under the rear platform. The ladies 
in the car were terribly excited afd asked him 
togoon. Seeing that the car would not touch 
the body, he putied from over it, and stopped 
again. 

The passengers kept asking that he go on, 
and he went on to the end of the line, 

After_4 short consultation the jury brought 
in the foilowing verdict: 

“We, the jury empanelled!toinqnire into the 
cause Of the death of Frank Holland lying 
dead here before us, find that he came te his 
death by Deing run over by a car on the track 
of the Atlanta and Edgewood Street Railway 
company, Without fault of the motor man in 
charge and without negligence on the part of 
said company. It was conclusively shown 
tothe jury that this company has used every 
precantion and diligence to prevent such acci- 
dents.’*. : 

The verdict was signed without a dissenting 
voice, and. the jurors, while expressing their 
sincerest Sympathies for the bereaved parenis, 
and deploring the sad tragedy, agreed that it
